Stabling plan falls through 

Sir: 

In mid-February, the Maryland State Fair 
was approached by the leadership of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association to as¬ 
certain the possibility of the Timonium track 
and stable area opening for training. 

A proposal was suggested to the executive 
committee and although there was some re¬ 
luctance, the committee agreed to make the 
facilities available under certain conditions. 
The conditions were that payment in ad¬ 
vance for the first month's rental for a mini¬ 
mum of 150 horses be received prior to open¬ 
ing. 

The targeted opening date was set at April 
1 with a late March date hoped for if weather 
would permit the track preparation to be 
done sooner. 

Both Timonium and the MHBA began col¬ 
lecting names and phone numbers of those 
interested. The list grew quickly and within a 
few weeks the number began to approach 
the maximum which could be accommo¬ 
dated. 

The plan was uncomplicated. As soon as 
work began on the track and a definite open¬ 
ing date could be established, all the appli¬ 
cants would be called and asked to pay the 
first month's rental. The fee was set at four 
dollars per stall per day at the suggestion of 
those who made the presentation to the ex¬ 
ecutive committee. If the minimum level 
only was reached, Timonium would subsi¬ 
dize the operation for the balance of the ap¬ 


proximate $850 per day out-of-pocket costs 
involved. 

Unfortunately, even though it looked en¬ 
couraging, the desired results were not 
achieved. Of the 280 who indicated interest 
only about 80 made the required payment. 

As a result, the Timonium facilities will be 
used this spring for the horses in training 
sales only and then will be used by Laurel 
and Pimlico during June and July. 

Although our racing season has been cur¬ 
tailed, Timonium still feels it is a part of the 
racing industry in Maryland. For the past 
two years Timonium has demonstrated this 
fact by attempting to open the stable area 
and track at a loss in order to help the train¬ 
ing situation. Thus far the goal has not been 
accomplished, but perhaps in the future it 
will be.

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McKnights Achieve Unique 
Hunt Cup Double With Tong

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Xhe last Saturday in April turned into an all-Maryland day at the 
90th running of the Maryland Hunt Cup in Glyndon. The sun 
drifted in and out between puffy clouds, a balmy breeze brought 
pleasant temperatures, and the riders of the three finishers in a 
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Hunt Cup continued 



six-horse field were all members of Mary¬ 
land families who have been a part of the 
Hunt Cup tradition since its inception: Eliza¬ 
beth Pearce McKnight of My Lady's Manor 
was first on Tong, followed by Gerry Leiper 
Brewster of Glyndon on Balantic and 
Charles Fenwick Jr. of Butler on Private 
Gary. 

Crossing the Atlantic on the strength of 
The Guinea Man's excellent performance in 
the previous week's Grand National, owner/ 
rider Broderick Munro-Wilson, looking very 
English with his tilted-back hat cover and 
fingerless string gloves, immediately took 
command over the first two fences. 

Dr. Joseph M. Rogers' Virginia veteran 
Private Gary came second, with Mrs. John 


Hannum's Our Qimber, ridden by John 
Hannum Jr., Duncan Patterson on William 
C. Lickle's Ventarron, Balantic and Tong 
close behind. 

The 4-foot, 9-inch post-and-rails of the 
third fence took their traditional toll as The 
Guinea Man, well in the lead, came into the 
obstacle at an angle, attempted to refuse the 
jump, ran down several panels, and rolled 
over the fence sideways. 

"It was very confusing to both of us," said 
eventual winner Liz McKnight. "Tong is an 
incredibly intelligent horse and he always 
watches where the others are. Charlie (Fen¬ 
wick on Private Gary) had to jump The 
Guinea Man as he was on his knees, but the 
horse was almost all the way up when I went 
over him. Tong really had to extend himself. 

"Neither he nor the horse was hurt, so 
Brod says he'll try it one more time." 

Munro-Wilson was responsible for bring¬ 
ing Cancottage to the U.S. for the 1979 Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup renewal. The pair fell at the 
17th but Munro-Wilson, bleeding from the 
nose, gamely remounted to finish a distant 
fifth. Sold to Mrs. Miles Valentine, the su¬ 
perb Cancottage went on to win three Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cups in 1980, '81 and '83. 

The third fence also meant grief for Dun¬ 
can Patterson in his maiden ride in this fea¬ 
ture. Ventarron emerged unscathed, but his 
rider separated his shoulder and cracked a 
rib. 

Balantic and Our Climber avoided the 
melee, but Brewster said, "Balantic was no¬ 
ticeably shook up. He came nearly to a dead 
stop and then leaped straight up in the air. I 
have no idea how we made it over." 

The field now reduced to four, all con¬ 
tenders were over the next fence by the 
Worthington Farms barns in good order, 
with Tong gaining a slight lead over obsta¬ 
cles five and six. 

"I was moving faster than I wanted at this 
point," remembered McKnight. "I didn't 
want the lead because Tong doesn't like to

have horses running at him from behind. He 
jumped number five poorly and number six 
wasn't great. Then, the others went by me 
and he settled. After that, he never put a foot 
wrong." 

(In 1984, Tong fell at the fifth fence with 
Liz' husband, Turney, riding. Evading all 
the outriders, the horse ran off down Tufton 
avenue and Shawan road, to be caught 
eventually miles from the course on 1-83. The 
bay gelding sustained injuries to his feet in 
this escapade that kept him at home 
throughout 1985.) 

By the seventh fence, Balantic and Our 
Climber had moved ahead, with about a 
length separating each of the four horses. 

"But 1 didn't want the lead," said Brew¬ 
ster. "I wanted to hold Balantic in and take 
advantage of the others' experience." 

Turning to run parallel to Tufton avenue. 
Our Climber was the frontrunner. To every¬ 
one's amazement, this full brother to last 
year's winner Our Steeplejack, and close 
second-place finisher in the preceding 
week's Grand National, refused the tenth 
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Hunt Cup continued 



fence, catapulting jock Hannum over his 
head. 

'i couldn't believe it," gasped the incredu¬ 
lous jockey. "He just stopped." 

The three survivors galloped on as a team 
and sailed the big 13th and 16th in perfect 
form. 

Now Fenwick on Private Gary was setting 
the pace, but not shaking Balantic and Tong. 

"We were going well, but I was a bit super¬ 
stitious about the 17th where we had fallen 
last year," said Brewster, "so 1 made sure to 
pick a different panel." 

Although the 20th obstacle at 3 feet, 9 
inches is not a large fence by Hunt Cup 
standards, it has caused numerous problems 
over the years for horses and riders who are 
tired by then, running hard downhill, and 
tasting a possible victory. 

Private Gary, having had some earlier 
hard knocks over this grueling course, ap¬ 


peared to consider refusing the 20th, prop¬ 
ping before the fence but ulhmately jump¬ 
ing. 

"This is where Liz and I really made a 
move," recalled Brewster. "We must have 
gained ten lengths on Private Gary over that 
jump alone." 

Yet four-time Maryland Hunt Cup winner 
Charlie Fenwick got the big-hearted Virginia 
horse going again, and the three horses 
jumped the last fence almost together. Pri¬ 
vate Gary landed running, but Tong came on 
with a burst of speed to win by three lengths 
over Balantic, who was a scant length ahead 
of Private Gary. 

"I never like to say I've won until I've 
crossed the finish line," explained Liz Mc- 
Knight, "but I was pretty sure by the 18th. I 
was still really holding him hard. He slipped 
a little going into the water jump, but it 
didn't bother him. He went over that last 
fence with his ears pricked, saying ‘more, 
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C^posite, Charlie Fenwick picks up Private Gary 
after their hair-raising 'no hands' leap over both 
the fence and the fallen at the third. Sequence at 
right tells story of that jump: (top) Gur Climber 
jumps unhindered as The Guinea Man falls beside 
Private Gary; (middle) Balantic takes fence.

ynore!' Four miles is his kind of race. I knew I 
had a lot of horse left." 

A 12-year-old by The Hammer out of High 
Karat, the bay gelding was bred in Vermont 
hy owner/trainer Turney McKnight's moth¬ 
er June. In 1982, ridden by McKnight him¬ 
self, Tong put on a similarly spectacular 
stretch drive to nip Appolinax and Beech 
Prince at the wire for one of the most exciting 
finishes in Hunt Cup history. 

(Unfortunately, in spite of the 1982 vic¬ 
tory, Tong has only one leg on the current 
Maryland Hunt Cup trophy. Cancottage re¬ 
tired the previous trophy in 1983.) 

Tong was by far the superior jumper in 
this year's field, causing one veteran Hunt 
Cup spectator to remark, "He reminds me of 
old Mountain Dew (winner in 1962, '65 and 
'67.) Every fence is a picture." 

Although it was not the first Maryland 
Hunt Cup win for the horse, it was the first 
for the Pearce family, who have been work¬ 
ing on it for many years. 

Liz McKnight's great-uncle, Donald Pearce,, 
^as fourth in 1923 on The Comet, third in 
1925 on Judge Wrong and second in 1926 on 
Dum Dum. The late David Pearce, Liz' fath¬ 
er, better known more recently as the private 
farrier for Triple Crown winner Seattle Slew, 
also made a Maryland Hunt Cup bid in 1950, 
finishing fourth on the veteran Roxspur. 

In 1977 and '78, Liz' older brother Ross, 
now training for Buckland Farm, finished in 
ffiird position twice on Moon Meeting. At 27, 
Liz McKnight, the mother of 4-year-old Phil- 
fip and 1-year-old Anna Hanes, was the 
youngest rider in the race. 

Second place finisher Gerry Brewster is 
^nly 11 months older, and was riding the 
youngest horse, an 8-year-old by Jacinto out 
^f Spartan Woman. The Brewster family too 
has been looking long for a victory in this 
fiaditional event. 



In the World War I era, ancestor B.H. 
Brewster owned a brilliant half-bred mare 
named Chuckatuck, ridden by Jervis Spen¬ 
cer. Chuckatuck was second in both 1917 
and 1918 and won the race in 1919. Gerry's 
uncle, Walter Brewster, was third on Clif¬ 
ton's Dan in 1948, while Gerry's father, 
Daniel, rode Bachelor's Double in 1951, but 
fell at the ominous third fence. 

Grasping his nephew excitedly by the 
shoulders, Walter Brewster exclaimed, 
"Well done! That's the farthest any Brewster 
has ever gotten!" 
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Top opposite, jubilant Liz McKnight, with Gerry 
Brewster at her right, is congratulated by Vivian

Aboard the victory wagon are Dolly Fisher, Liz 
Jj^cKnighLs twin brother David Pearce, Liz and 
husband Turney McKnight and older brother Ross 
Rearce with his daughter Jessica and wife Helen. 

On the distaff side, however, Gerry is 
^^rned for his maternal grandfather, j.G. 
Leiper Jr. of Pennsylvania, who won the 
^sryland Hunt Cup 75 years ago in 1911 
riding an outstanding jumper named Peb¬ 
bles. 

Perhaps the greatest irony in a race where 

many people are happy just to finish is 
fhat Brewster took up horses in earnest only 
fhree years ago. 

'I hadn't ridden for 15 years," the 28-year- 
said. "I had been very active in rowing, 
but I'd burned out. When 1 moved back to 
b^ltimore, I wanted to do something com¬ 
petitive. Dad's farm is such a great set-up 
fhat timber racing seemed the natural 
thing." 


Brewster bought Balantic, a hurdle horse 
who had bowed at Saratoga, to convert to 
timber. The two have learned together. "Be¬ 
lieve me," he laughed, "when I started out 
three years ago, breaking into a trot was a 
cause for some concern." 

Is there life after the Maryland Hunt Cup? 

"I'm leaning toward running Balantic at 
Fair Hill, but I'm still debating," commented 
Brewster. "He's young and I don't want to 
hurt him." 

"Tong has run five times and we won't run 
him any more this spring," said McKnight. 
"But he's 100 percent and if the ground is 
right for his platter feet, we'll consider the 
fall races." 

Ah, revenge is sweet. Tong is the only 
Maryland horse to wrest the coveted Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup silver from Pennsylvania 
dominance since 1979. Further, chances are 
slim that anyone will ever break the 
McKnight record: the first couple to win the 
Maryland Hunt Cup . . . and on the same 
horse. □ 
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Aintree's Hunt 
Cup Connection 

Owner Peter Thompson of Easton, 
Md., whose Priest's Rock finished sev¬ 
enth in the 1985 Maryland Hunt Cup, 
took a crack this year at the Grand Na¬ 
tional at Ain tree, England. 

Trained by John Webber, whose son 
Paul came over to America last year to 
pilot Priest's Rock, Thompson's Knock 
Hill, an Irish-bred gelding ridden by 
Mark Dwyer, jumped well in the middle 
of the field of 40, staying out of trouble 
and looking like a contender. 

However, after fence 22, Becher's 
Brook, Dwyer elected to ease the 10- 
year-old and discontinue the race. 

"We knew Knock Hill had a little 
touch of the virus and just wasn't him¬ 
self," said Thompson. "He's had only 
light racing so he's a very young 10. The 
horse never did a thing until he was 6 
years old. He's roughed off now and we'll 
bring him back to campaign next year. 

"He's named after a hill near Knock, 
the holiest place in Ireland. I like to say 
that when the Pope blessed Knock, he 
also blessed my horse." 

Also competing in the 1986 Grand Na¬ 
tional was Plundering, owned by Mrs. 
Miles Valentine of Unionville. Pa., who 
also owns three-time Maryland Hunt 
Cup winner Cancottage. Unfortunately, 
Plundering fell at the Canal Turn. 

"He couldn't get a clear view of the 
fence with all those horses, and when he 
could, it was too late," explained Mrs. 
Valentine. 

However, on Maryland Hunt Cup 
day. Plundering won another important 
race in England carrying the Valentine 
silks: the Whitbread Gold Cup at San- 
down.

Over the last fence, all three leaders 
rapped hard but The Guinea Man went on to 
score over Our Climber with another length 
back to Sugar Bee, then three to Big Conoy 
and eight to Tong. 

Trained and ridden by Louis (Paddy) Neil- 
son III of Unionville. Pa., who was riding his 
first sanctioned race since his 1977 retire¬ 
ment, The Guinea Man has more than justi¬ 
fied his owner Broderick Munro-Wilson's 
decision to send him across the ocean this 
spring. 

The Guinea Man, whose record includes 
victories in four two-mile 'chases in Eng¬ 
land, arrived at Neilson's training barn on 
February 15, and has since run four times in 
this country, amassing an incredible record: 
a third the first time out at Andrews Bridge 
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Grand National continued 

Paddy Neilson, who won Grand National in 1958 
at age 16, cools out after most recent score 
with Jock Hannum, nmner-up on Our Climber. 

(Pa.), then three consecutive victories at 
Cheshire (Pa.), Elkridge-Harford and Butler. 

"He never jumped a timber fence until the 
first of March. That tells you the kind of 
horse he is. All he needed was to realize that 
they were a little bit bigger," exclaimed Neil- 
son. 

The Grand National has always been a 
favorite with Paddy. Winner of 65 sanc¬ 
tioned timber races and 52 unsanctioned, the 
tall, once-more lean 44-year-old Philadel¬ 
phia stockbroker won both the main event 
(on Coke Hi) and the secondary race (with 
Zenbar's Son) on Grand National day in 
1958—which also happened to be his 16th 
birthday. 

The 1986 plan was for The Guinea Man's 
owner, Broderick Munro-Wilson, an English 
investment broker, to fly over in time to ride 
his own horse in the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

"I'm really a trainer," laughed Neilson. 
"I'm just substituting for myself." 

As is so often the case on Grand National 
day, after a week of desperately needed rain 
the day dawned fine and sunny, warm 
enough to sahsfy the picnickers but cool 
enough for the horses—ideal conditions for 
the afternoon's program, which consisted of 
five races. 

In the Murray Memorial for non-winners 
of two over sanctioned timber, six horses 
went to post. 

At the crowd's first clear view, Castle 
Gregory, owned in partnership by Andy 
Obrecht and Gerry Brewster and ridden by 
the latter, took the advantage over the third 
fence. The 10-year-old chestnut gelding was 
followed by Joy Carrier on Tom Bob and 
Johnny Bosley on Cary Jackson's Quisitor. 

Over the fifth fence, Timothy Wickes' Red 
Angle appeared uncertain and chipped in, 
while Jay Griswold's Mikendon put in a tre¬ 
mendous leap. 

Disappearing behind the house, the field 
emerged with Mikendon, ridden by Jay 
Meister, in the lead by two over Castle Greg¬ 
ory, then eight back to Quisitor and Duncan 



Patterson on William Tickle's Ventarron run¬ 
ning together. Tom Bob was a "no-show/' 
having fallen at the fence near the van area. 

Looping up by the Fenwick bams and 
once again lost to view, Quisitor, Mikendon 
and Red Angle, now jumping with boldness, 
overtook the tiring Castle Gregory. 

With Mikendon on the outside over the 
last obstacle, Quisitor took out the top rail 
and Red Angle pushed on to cross the finish 
line first by a head. Mikendon was third, 
Ventarron fourth and Castle Gregory trailed. 

The victory by the 11-year-old Johnny 
Ribot—Angle's Folly gelding represented 
the second in as many weeks for Anne Mo¬ 
ran, jockey of Tom Miller in the Streett Me¬ 
morial. (Moran was also to post a victory the 
next day in Middleburg, Va., with Jimmy 
Kelly in the maiden timber.) 

Owner/trainer/rider Timothy Wickes of 
Unionville, Pa., has campaigned Red Angle 
for several years, knocking on the door but 
never getting in. 

In 1985 the pair was fourth at Cheshire in 
the illustrious company of Cancottage, Bew- 
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l^y's Hill and Tobiano. Then they had thirds 

Brandywine and Winterthur (Del.) and a 
no-factor fifth in the Murray. At Radnor, 
^hey finished a lagging second in the maiden 
race. 

''Red Angle came from North Dakota and 1 
Bought him from my next-door neighbor," 
said Wickes. "1 thought all along that he had 
the ability. Isn't it amazing what a jockey 
change will do?" 

The second-place finisher, Quisitor, is a 
Jackson homebred by Quadrangle out of the 
8t>od mare Euonymus. Now 7, the Barbara 
^cWade-trained bay gelding started two 
years ago at Piedmont but hit one of the 
stone walls and developed a knee injury. 

"Tm pleased as 1 can possibly be unless he 
had gotten that extra inch and won," said 
Jackson. "He's a big, good-looking horse, 
and we've just been waiting for him to grow 
up." 

Victory in the John K. Shaw Memorial, a 
race of two miles on the flat in which 13 
starters vied for a $1,000 purse, went to the 
New Zealand-bred Gogong.

By the judges' stand the first time, George 
Strawbridge on Gogong took the lead by 
three lengths. 

Into sight behind Stewart's, Gogong was 
still setting the pace with Russell Jones' iras¬ 
cible chestnut Fan Qub, ridden by Anne Mo¬ 
ran, in second, followed by Bobby Crompton 
on Quiet Baby and Worrall on Double Vested. 

At the wire it was still Gogong by one over 
Quiet Baby, then another length back to Fan 
Club. 

Strawbridge, the leading owner of steeple¬ 
chase horses in America, purchased the 8- 
year-old by Ramgong out of Lumley Queen 
in December expressly to run in the nation's 
richest race over jumps, the $100,000 Iro¬ 
quois Steeplechase in Nashville, Tenn., May 
10 . 

"He was a champion in Australia and won 
the Australian Grand National over brush," 
said Strawbridge, "He has great endurance. 
I felt like he could keep up that lick for a long 
time." 
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Grand National continued

out of City Baby, was claimed at Belmont 
Park by Crompton "just to be my flat horse 
for the year. I've always had show horses, 
but when you grow up in my family," ex¬ 
plained the 23-year-old, who is Strawbridge's 
nephew, "you naturally think race horses." 

Crompton finished second "by a nose" to 
Uncle George the previous week at Fox- 
catcher. 

Rounding out the program at Butler were 
the two pony races, which prove more popu¬ 
lar every year. Four medium ponies (under 
13.2 hands) faced starter Stirling Young for a 
one-half mile flat competition. Nine-year- 
old Alison Hershbell of Oxford, Pa., quickly 
established dominance on her tiny gray 
streak, Joey, to best Leslie Falini on Phantom 
by a half-length. Charles Fenwick III was 
third on Ali Baba. 

A full field of eight went to the post for the 
large pony (under 14.2 hands) race over a

six-furlong course. Coming home, the con¬ 
test turned into a stretch duel between two 
determined "veteran" local jockeys, Charlio 
Fenwick III and Patrick Worrall, both of But¬ 
ler.

^oss for the Manor races at Monkton on 
^pril 12: six for the $12,000 My Lady's Manor 
point-to-point and seven in the secondary 
feature for maidens, the $6,000 John Rush 
Streett Memorial. 

Both contests, however, soon developed 
into two-horse battles, with Dr. Joseph Ro¬ 
gers' Private Gary the victor in the Manor 
^nd Mrs. J. Maxwell Moran's Tom Miller in 
fhe Streett. 

In his usual fashion, owner/trainer H. 
Turney McKnight's Red Invader, ridden by 
Elizabeth McKnight, seized the lead in 
Ihe short run to the first fence of the Manor. 
Mrs. William Whitescarver's veteran Trea- 
^nre Island and the Virginia challenger Pri¬ 
vate Gary, Charles Fenwick up, followed. 


Moving up the hill along Pocock road, 
McKnight's bold Irish-bred stretched his 
lead to five lengths, with the remainder of 
the field closely packed behind. 

The race's first casualty came when Joy 
Carrier, riding Mrs. Miles Valentine's High¬ 
land Honor, went down at the eighth fence. 

Next, between eight and nine, jockey John 
Bosley FV eased Treasure Island. 

"I felt something go wrong," said Bosley, 
who also trains the 11-year-old gelding, 
"and with his history of injuries, I was ex¬ 
pecting the worst. However, it appears he 
just cut himself, perhaps because of the 
wedged shoes we'd put on him." 

In front of the crowd, over the tenth of the 
16 obstacles. Red Invader maintained his 
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My Lady's Manor continued

two-length advantage over Private Gary, 
with George Ohrstrom's gray Appolinax 
and Brooklawn Farm's Our Climber keeping 
within striking distance. 

The order remained the same around the 
loop and over the 13th. Then, along the gal¬ 
loping stretch parallel to Jarrettsville Pike, 
Fenwick steered Private Gary to the inside 
and the two leaders markedly increased the 
pace. 

Our Climber too elected this part of the 
course to make his bid, but at the flag beyond 
the 14th fence the 10-year-old chestnut ap¬ 
peared to cut too close. Rider Jock Hannum 
was bounced off, luckily with only the wind 
knocked out of him. 

Private Gary negotiated the final post- 
and-board obstacle barely a length ahead of 
Red Invader and pounded to the wire to win 
by that margin, equaling the course record of 
6:06. 


Fifteen-year-old Appolinax, who had set 
the record only last year, finished a lagging 
third, some 50 lengths back. 

"He just didn't want to run," grimaced the 
disappointed trainer and jockey, John Coles. 

Liz McKnight, Red Invader's jockey, was 
pleased with her horse's close second-place 
effort, but she doesn't think that she'll cam¬ 
paign the 13-year-old at this level again. 

"This is the first time he's ever had to carry 
that much weight (165 pounds) and I really 
think he felt it," commented the dark-haired 
mother of two young children. 

Of his victory, Charlie Fenwick explained 
that he had planned to stalk Red Invader, 
who is well-known for getting the early lead 
and running his opponents into the ground. 

"Also, when Gary runs on top, he tends to 
lose his incentive," said Fenwick. 

In an illustrious career. Private Gary has 
won all the Virginia timber events at least 
once, including the Eustis Cup, the Rokeby 
Bowl, the Bowman Bowl, the Deep Run Hunt 
Cup and the Virginia Gold Cup. Now, the 
Researching—Bergies Pride 12-year-old has 
set his sights on the Maryland Hunt Cup. 
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Jay Meister and Mikendon parted company 
'vhile leading at second in Streett, both emerging 
sound after being avoided by oncoming field. 


(Charlie Fenwick-trained jumpers en¬ 
joyed success on two other fronts that after¬ 
noon, Jibaku winning at Stoneybrook and 
Oracle at Strawberry Hill.) 

In the second event of the two-race card, 
Iho John Rush Streett Memorial, a major 
duel ensued between Foxbrook Farm's Ona- 
niystic, with Pennsylvanian Billy Meister up, 
^nd Mrs. J. Maxwell Moran's Irish-bred Tom 
filler, ridden by Mrs. Moran's daughter-in- 
law, Anne. 

Looking especially fit and healthy, Wil¬ 
liam Tickle's 12-year-old gelding Ventarron, 
Ouncan Patterson up, broke on top. Jack 
Griswold's Mikendon, piloted by the elder 
leister brother. Jay, hit the second fence 
^ith his knees after gaining the lead and 
^^nt down, tossing his rider into the path of 
fhe oncoming field. Neither of the fallers was 
injured. 

Into view of the spectators over the third, 
Gnamystic set the pace, leading by three 
lengths over Tom Miller in second with Ven- 
I^rron third. 

By the ninth fence, Tom Miller had swap¬ 
ped the lead and held a two-length margin 
over Onamystic. Passing the judges' stand 
Ihe first time, Onamystic and Tom Miller 
Continued to seesaw for the front position. 

As in the first race, the run along Jarretts- 
Wlle Pike was where the real racing began as 
Both Onamystic and Tom Miller drove into 
fhe 14th fence. 

Coming into the 16th and final obstacle as 
^ P^ir, the two jumped together, sending the 
^QP rail flying. 

Tom Miller then drew away to win by a 
flight three-quarters of a length over Ona- 
J^ystic with Ventarron a good third. Ten 
|!^^gths back came the other finishers: joy 
Garrier on Tom Bob in fourth, Balantic fifth 
^rid Mrs. John Wagner's Maxi Max, ridden 
By Dixon Stroud, sixth. 

The Morans "found" their 16.2-hand dark 
Brown 9-year-old gelding by Menelek out of 

^^ezeaway in Irish trainer Ruby Walsh's 
y^rd. Walsh is the brother of Mickey Walsh, 


well-known trainer in American steeple¬ 
chasing circles. 

"We were just over there visiting," said 
Betty Moran.

Now two-for-two, Tom Miller won his ini¬ 
tial outing in the novice timber on March 29 
over the Morans' home turf at the Cheshire 
Foxhounds races in Unionville.

David and Carla Knoll 
Developing New Farm

L^avid and Carla Knoll are off to a quick 
start in the horse business. 

Only 27 and 23 years old, the husband and 
)^ife have just finished building a new farm 
in Upperco (Md.) that rivals most other com¬ 
mercial training and boarding facilities in the 

state. 

Fifteen-acre Salutation Farm boasts a cus¬ 
tom-designed oak pole bam, a sand ring, 
turf tracks, "miles and miles" of wood¬ 
land trails and specially-constructed pad¬ 
locks, along with a modem colonial-style 
house. All brand-new, the Knolls' farm is the 
hind of place most working horsemen might 
^ream of building. Yet it was developed by 
^he Knolls without outside financial backing. 

' It is kind of hard for some people to be¬ 
lieve that we've done this all on our own," 
admits Carla Knoll. 

TT^eir secret of success? Hard work, plus 
"eye" for horses. Twice during the past 
toree years, David and Carla have gotten 
hnancial boosts from horses they have pur¬ 
chased and made into top-notch three-day

event and show prospects. Also, they have 
handled much of the actual constmction of 
the farm themselves. 

"A farm like this is a goal we have both had 
for as long as we can remember," said David, 
who has made his living for the past five 
years managing Dr. Fred Peterson's farm 
and veterinary practice. "After Carla and I 
met we joined forces and put everything we 
had into making it turn out." 

Both first generation horse people, David 
and Carla are natives of the Baltimore area. 
David grew up in Towson, where his father 
is in the insurance business. " 'I want a horse 
farm' were probably the first words I ever 
said," remarked David. "I got my first pony 
when I was 10 years old, and I had various 
horse jobs all through school. After I gradu¬ 
ated from Loch Raven Senior High School 1 
took the program at the Potomac Horse Cen¬ 
ter, and then I taught at Potomac for a year. 

"Then 1 started learning to break horses 
with jimmy Wood. He used to give me all his 
difficult horses. That led to a job at Hidden 
Lake Farm in Florida, where 1 did a lot of 
breaking. Seven years ago I came back home 
and a friend of mine was managing Dr. Pe¬ 
terson's farm. That's how I got a job with Dr. 
Peterson. Two years later my friend left, and 
1 started managing Dr. Peterson's place. 
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Knolls continued 


"I get to do some of everything at Dr. 
Peterson's, and I really love my job. I do 
some breaking, manage the veterinary prac¬ 
tice, assist in surgery, do anesthesia, work 
on the breeding farm. It's given me the 
chance to work with some of the nicest 
horses in the country, and I'm learning every 
day. 

"My goal is to have my own breaking and 
layup and leg-up farm, and continue work¬ 
ing for Dr. Peterson. The opportunities are 
great this way." 

Carla, who works full-time on the couple's 
new farm, was brought up in the Mount 
Washington area and attended Mercy High 
School and Towson State College. "I leased 
ponies as a child, and got my first Thorough¬ 
bred when I was about 15 years old," said 
Carla, whose maiden name was Friedman. 
Her family owns a construction company. 
She studied business management at Tow- 
son State "with the idea that 1 might be able 
to apply that to our own business," and has 
had experience "exercising horses and 
teaching on a free-lance basis for a lot of 
different people." Says Carla: "I've definite¬ 
ly always gone toward equitation; I've had a 
lot of dealings with problem horses." 

The couple met (how else?) through their 
mutual interest in riding. "I was boarding a 
horse at Beau Williams' place, just across 
from Dr. Peterson's; we met somewhere 
along that line," Carla related. Carla and 
David have been married for three and a half 
years. 

Soon after their marriage, Carla went to 
work for a health care company in Towson, 
doing computer/accounting work and sav¬ 
ing for the day when she and David would 
have their own farm. She also spent a great 
deal of her off hours working with a horse 
she acquired at the May 1982 Maryland Two- 
Year-Olds in Training sale: a Mitey Prince 
gelding named Even Odds. A year and a half 
ago, Carla sold Even Odds to noted show 
horse owner Jack Stedding, and the horse is 
now competing on the "A" show circuit. 

David had a similar success with a three- 
phase horse. Sporty Native (Shy Native—

Paper Queen), which he bought as a 5-year- 
old in 1981. In 1983, he resold the horse to a 
group of investors in White Plains, N.Y. 
Sporty Native has gone on to compete at the 
intermediate level. 

"Each horse took at least a year and a half 
to develop," explained Carla. "It isn't an 
easy way to make money. We worked on the 
horses after we came home from our jobs. 
Sometimes we were out there in the dark, 
using tractor headlights. 

"We were living in a tenant apartment on 
Dr. Peterson's farm, and we weren't paying 
anything to board the horses, so that made it 
easier. If we'd had to pay somebody to do 
what we did, we wouldn't have made any 
money at all." 

However, the Knolls say they always like 
to have at least two young horses which they 
can be in the process of developing. Last 
summer they purchased two Mitey Prince 
2-year-olds which they are now bringing to¬ 
ward competition levels. 

Construction began on David and Carla's 
own farm in late 1984, and the couple moved 
in last June. 

"We gathered advice from a lot of different 
people, and I tried to duplicate some of the 








best features from other farms I have been 
around to in my job," said David. The bam 
has details such as plexiglass panels high up 
in the walls to allow extra light. Bars in the 
stalls are heavy-duty and set close together 
fo help prevent injury. Fences are built with 
rounded comers, and the field space is de¬ 
signed so that every area can be viewed from 
fhe bam. 

The fact that Salutation Farm (the name 
^as suggested by David's mother, and im¬ 
plies the "welcome" atmosphere the Knolls 
hoped to establish) was built from scratch as 
^ training center gives it special advantages, 
fhe Knolls point out. "Most people buy an 
existing farm and try to adapt it for training 
purposes. Here we set things up specifically 
to fit our needs. And we think that helps to 
give our farm a relaxing atmosphere," said 
David. "We take a kind of old-fashioned ap¬ 
proach to working with young horses. Lots 
uf long-lining and hacking through the 
Woods, for instance. We believe young hors¬ 
es should enjoy their early training as much 

possible, because they'll have the stress of 
the race track soon enough," said David. 

The Knolls were dealt a major setback last 
^^emorial Day weekend, before they had 


started living on the farm, when burglars 
broke into the locked bam and stole many 
farm implements. "Since we had been plan¬ 
ning to have this farm for so long, we had 
already saved up a lot of things we knew we 
would need," said David. "We had bought 
things like weed trimmers five years ago on 
sale, and kept them in their original boxes, 
just waiting for the day we'd have our farm." 
Someone broke in in the "dark of night" and 
made away with such things as chain saws, a 
generator, a microwave oven, and even a 
large post-hole digger which was covered by 
a tarpaulin in the woods behind the barn. 

"It was a big blow, and we still haven't 
totally recovered," commented Carla. "In¬ 
surance covered some of the amount, but 
many of the items had depreciated in value 
over the past four or five years, even though 
they were brand-new. It's taken us a long 
time to get back to normal. 

"1 guess people should know about what 
happened to us, because it shows how im¬ 
portant it is to take good security precautions 
during constmction. We had one Doberman 
then (although for some reason we didn't 
leave her at the farm that night), and since 
the burglary we've gotten two more Dober-

mans. We never leave the farm unattended 
now. If we're going to leave the house at 
night, we get somebody to come in and 
watch over things." 

David and Carla opened their farm for 
business last August, and soon filled to ca¬ 
pacity. They have accommodations for nine 
horses, and right now there is a waiting list. 



"We originally planned to have a larger 
set-up and hire help," related David. "Then 
we decided to go with a small operation, 
where we could control the quality. We give 
every horse that comes to us a lot of indi¬ 
vidual attention; Carla and I do all the work 
ourselves. It makes for a long day—we're out 
there at 4:30 every morning. But we actually 
look forward to getting up! Having our own 
place is even more exciting than I thought it 
would be: I'm happier than I thought I would 
be—and that's really saying something." 

Now that they have realized at least one 
major goal, however, David and Carla have 
not run out of plans. "Eventually," said 
David, "I'd like to have a top-notch business 
legging up and breaking horses, and then, 
for myself, work up to being on the U.S. 
Olympic Team. That's my hobby goal." 

Carla added that she has hopes of making 
it to the Grand Prix level in jumping'. 

"Top level competition like that takes so 
long to work up to; it's such a difficult sport," 
said David. "I figure we'll just have to give it 
some time. We hope to be doing that when 
we're in our 40s and 50s." □

A few years ago Andrew Young had a 
brush with fame. A photographer discov¬ 
ered the oldtimer on the backside at Pimlico 
and got a picture of him sitting on a barrel 
outside the detention bam. 

The photograph showed Young's wiz¬ 
ened brown face gazing off to the side, eyes 
modestly avoiding the camera. When it ap¬ 
peared in the Baltimore Sun at Preakness 
time. Young cast aside his modesty. "That's 
the second time I been famous," he bragged, 
laughing at his own extravagance. 

At 83 Young is still employed as a groom in 
the detention bam at Pimlico, where his 
good nature and hard work have won him 
the respect of his co-workers. When Young 
(better known as Youngy) isn't busy bedding 
stalls and filling water buckets, he likes to 
reminisce about the old days when he rode 
jumpers. For anyone who takes the time to 
listen. Young's vivid recollections can bring 
the past to life. 

One of Young's favorite tales is about the 
first time he was famous 50 years ago. He 
had won two races at Pimlico when trainer 
Doc Jones offered him a ride on a horse 
named Depart. 

Young eagerly accepted the mount, but 
that afternoon in the jock's room his valet 
informed him that Depart had started 11 
times in the past and had fallen 11 times. 
"And every time he fell," the man added 
ominously, "he messed up a boy." 

In the paddock Young was assured that 
Depart was a good jumper despite his past 
performances, but when the race got under¬ 
way, the other jockeys fought to avoid the 
notorious horse. "1 don't want to go with 
him," they cried to Young. Consequently, 
Depart was well ahead of the pack coming 
down to the last fence, but Young could feel 
his mount tiring. 

When they took the final jump. Depart's 
front feet crashed heavily into the brush, and 
he tumbled to the other side. Young was 
unhurt from the fall and, when he thought it 
was safe, raised his head to see one last horse 
bearing down on him. "I don't know how far 
he rolled me," Young recalled. "But 1 woke 
up in South Baltimore General Hospital." 


The next day the Baltimore Sun carried a 
picture of the spill, accompanied by the face¬ 
tious caption "Depart and his rider depart at 
the last fence." 

Young's interest in horses began when he 
was a boy growing up on Hillen road in 
Baltimore county. In the mornings before 
school he and his friends would run the dis¬ 
tance from Towson to Timonium and slip 
into the backside through the stalls along 
York road. 

Once inside they carried water buckets 
and did odd jobs until it was time to run back 
to Towson for school. "We just did it because 
we wanted to be around horses," Young ex¬ 
plained. But he did have one job that earned 
him a little pay. 

In the days before race tracks employed 
guards, stables had a problem with nightrid- 
ers, men who would worry a horse the night 
before it ran by riding it around the stall. In 
defense, stablehands would swing a ham¬ 
mock made of barrel staves across the top of 
a stall, and for a nickel a little boy like Young 
would spend the night above the horse, 
warding off nightriders. 

When Young was a big boy of 15 he ran off 
with a band of gypsies. He was gone from 
home for two years, until his brother found 
him at a fair in Pennsylvania and put him on 
a train back to Baltimore. 

On his return Young's career with horses 
began in earnest. He took a job at the Elk- 
ridge Hunt Club caring for three horses. His 
charges were ladies' hunters, and Young 
first learned to ride side-saddle. He also 
learned to jump side-saddle. "And that's 
when I became interested in jumpers," he 
said. 

In time Young became an accomplished 
exercise boy, good enough to school jumpers 
for Howard Bruce, Master of Foxhounds for 
Elkridge. 

While Young was working for him, Bruce 
bought a savage dark brown race horse 
named Billy Barton. Billy had had a brief but 
notable career on the race track before he 
turned sour and refused to break from the 
gate.

The colt was taken to Elkridge where he 
was castrated and schooled over fences. Billy 
proved to be a brilliant jumper, winning the 
Grand National in Maryland, the Maryland 
Hunt Cup and the Virginia Gold Cup on 
three consecutive Saturdays. The following 
year he won seven of his eight starts over 
timber, falling in the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

With these victories behind him, the geld¬ 
ing was sent to Britain to face Europe's best 
in the English Grand National. In the excite¬ 
ment before the horse shipped, Bruce prom¬ 
ised each of his stablehands a new Ford if 
Billy returned victorious. 

The 1928 Grand National was outstanding 
even by that race's rough-and-tumble stand¬ 
ards. The largest field in the race's 89-year 
history assembled at Aintree, with 42 horses 
going to post. By the 11th fence only sbc of 
the original starters remained in the race, 
with Billy Barton in the lead. 

Back at Elkridge, Young and his stable- 
mates sat clustered around a radio listening 
to the race. When Billy galloped down to the 
next-to-last fence, he had only two horses 
behind him. The British horse. Great Span, 
was lying second, but as he cleared the fence 
a loosened girth cost him his rider. The 
mediocre but assiduous Tipperary Tim now 
moved up to challenge, and Billy, the rider¬ 
less Great Span and Tim took the last fence 
three abreast. 

When Billy Barton landed, his feet shot out 
from under him, and he hit the ground hard. 
The horse quickly struggled back to his feet, 
and his jockey remounted to gallop in sec¬ 
ond and last to the 100-1 shot, Tipperary 
Tim. 

Young shook his head and laughed. "I 
saw that Ford come, and I saw it go!" he said. 

Soon after Billy Barton's ill-fated trip to 
England, Young left Elkridge and went to 
work at Little Gunpowder Falls Farm. The 
job took Young to New York where he got 
his first opportunity to race ride when the 
outfit's contract rider suffered an injury. 

Young was soon enjoying success as a 
steeplechase jockey, but his budding career 
was cut short when he began taking bribes. 
"That's my fault," Young conceded. 
"Money ruins a lot of people." 



When he was called into the stewards' 
office, Marshall Cassidy, the head steward, 
confronted him. "You're a nice boy, 
Youngy," he began. "But a couple of your 
horses should have breezed." Young didn't 
deny it. 

Cassidy felt that Young had been used by 
the slick New York bookmakers, and he was 
spared the consequences of a public scan¬ 
dal—but as punishment he must never ac¬ 
cept another mount in New York. "I almost 
cried tears in that man's hands," a still-grate¬ 
ful Young remembered. 

Banished from New York, the errant 
Young returned to Maryland, where he was 
guilty of helping to fix one race at Timonium- 
The jockeys knew a man who had fallen on 
hard times, and, in order to save him from 
ruin, they conspired to put his horse on the 
lead. 

At that time Timonium had a steeplechase 
course inside the flat track. When horses had 
gone a designated number of times around 
the infield, a gate was opened and they raced 
to the wire on the dirt. 

The field was supposed to circle the course 
four times, but the hard-luck owner's horse 
grew tired on the third round. "Go on out," 
the other jockeys urged his rider, deter¬ 
mined to keep the horse in front. 

As he took the last fence before the gate 
the tiring horse's jock yelled at the gateman 
to let him through. The confused man com¬ 
plied, and the other riders steered their 
mounts through the prematurely-opened 
gate and down the homestretch behind the 
contrived "winner." 
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Young rode his last race in 1937. By then 
jumpers were getting scarce, and since flat 
riding never held enough thrill to entice him. 
Young turned to training. 

Mr. and Mrs. Vic Noyes, old steeplechase 
contacts, started Young out with a few hors¬ 
es, and for the next 35 years Young trained 
On the race track. He moved from Maryland 
lo Ohio, Louisiana, New England and Can¬ 
ada, never carrying more than nine horses. 

By 1970 Young was ready to retire. His 
liinited education hadn't prepared him for 
fhe increasing complexities of modem rac- 
^og, and at 67 he wanted to relax. 

He took a job walking hots for W.P. Bell, 
but when the aging trainer was hospitalized, 
his wife persuaded Young to return to ser¬

vice. The temporary position lasted for two 
years, with Young winning nine races out of 
15 starts his last season at Delaware Park. 

In 1972 Young again retired to walking 
hots. This time he went to work for veteran 
trainer Henry Clark, so they could talk to¬ 
gether about old times. 

Young has had his present job in the de¬ 
tention bam for four years. He works the 
Pimlico and Timonium meets each year and 
spends his off time at his home in Berryville, 
Va. Young's wife of 54 years, Elizabeth, is 
used to his long absences. He gives her all 
the credit for raising their two sons while he 
was away from home so much. 

After 65 years of racing. Young gets rest¬ 
less at home, and by spring he is anxious to 
return to work at Pimlico. He misses the 
open air and the comaraderie of the back¬ 
side. But most of all, the old horseman miss¬ 
es the horses. □ 
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After years of trying, John Bosley won 
both timber races at the race meeting of the 
recently merged Howard County and Iron 
Bridge Hunts. These were Bosley's first vic¬ 
tories over the figure-eight course on Meri¬ 
wether Farm in Glenelg, Md. Winner of last 
year's Maryland Hunt Cup, the trainer/rider 
from Monkton, Md., captured the 43rd run¬ 
ning of the Howard County Cup with Mrs. 
Elisabeth Todd's Jolly Geronimo and the 
Alda Clark Challenge Plate on Mrs. Jean 
Walter's Lovin Mike. 

Jolly Geronimo, a 7-year-old gray gelding 
by Jolly Johu out of a *Don Poggio mare, 
began his jumping career the previous week 
in a maiden timber race at Andrews Bridge 
where he finished unplaced. "Mrs. Todd," 
explained Johnny, "bought him at Timon- 
ium as a 2-year-old. We ran him for a year on 
the flat, then he got a chip in his knee so we 
turned him out. Last summer Louis (John's 
brother) schooled him, and we hunted him a 
little. This is only his second start over 
timber." 

Difficult to saddle in the paddock. Jolly 
Geronimo joined two others on the trip to 
the start. These were Mikendon, owned 
jointly by Greg Barnhill and Jack Griswold 
and ridden by C.J. (Jay) Meister 111, and Bal- 
antic, with owner/rider Gerry Brewster up. 
The three-mile race proved to be a duel 
between Jolly Geronimo and Mikendon. 

Although Mikendon opened a lead of 
about four lengths. Jolly Geronimo was al¬ 
ways a threat. The stylish gray moved up at 
the 13th fence, going into one loop of the 
figure eight. Approaching the 14th, Johnny 
moved inside, saving ground, and caught 
Jay as they sailed over the fence. Then the 
two raced head ahd head until they neared

Lovin Mike's owner Jean Walter was jubil- 
^ot after her 6-year-old bay gelding's easy 
victory. bought him from Dick Delp as a 


2-year-old," she said, "and foxhunted him 
with Elkridge-Harford. This is his first win." 

Holly Mitten, who rides for Dr. and Mrs. 
William Wright's Labadie Mill Farm, had a 
busy day. In the morning she rode three 
horses in combined training tests in Worton, 
Md., then drove to Glenelg where she won 
the first flat race with Glued to the Tube and 
was second in the other on Cayot's Corner. 
Winner of that contest was Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps' Material Pleasure, ridden by John 
Coles of Virginia who also filled in for con¬ 
ditioner D.M. Smithwick. Mrs. Phipps' 
longtime trainer, Smithwick was saddling 
nine entries at Middleburg. 

The day ended with the Founders Cup for 
foxhunters not ready for regular point-to- 
point competition. Winner was Allan Forney 
on his bay gelding, David M. Price. □ 
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Late scratches reduced entries in the Elk- 
ridge-Harford Hunt point-to-point meeting 
to barely enough horses to fill two races, 
rather than the scheduled four. Held early 
last month at Atlanta Hall Farm in Monkton, 
Md., the meet drew a small crowd on a blus¬ 
tery, overcast day. 

Louis (Paddy) Neilson 111 of Unionville, 
Pa., riding The Guinea Man, won the first 
race, which pooled entries from the S. Lur- 
man Stewart and George C. Clement Memo¬ 
rials.

Neilson's competition started dwindling 
almost immediately as Traveling Bird lost 
Anne Moran at the first fence. After passing 
Atlanta Hall's barns and completing one trip 
around the course. Bill's Ark fell at the tenth. 
Next, Tong hit a beacon after clearing the 
11th, leaving The Guinea Man to school over 
the rest of the course.

Bosley afterwards. "At times he was a bit 
cautious, but then there's so much to look at 
here—the bams and all. He tried to jump the 
road and got in a little close once. Other than 
that it was a smooth trip all the way." 

As the three starters were off, Mrs. K. Mc¬ 
Lean Lott's Aesculus, C.J. Qay) Meister lH 
up, moved briskly to the front while Johnny 
and Quisitor settled into second and Jeff 
Hyde trailed on Mrs. Charles Jenkins' Bold- 
enthia. Johnny caught Jay at the tenth fence 
by the judges' stand, but Quisitor took an 
extra step and Aesculus again pulled away. 

Rounding the barns and galloping down¬ 
hill, Quisitor picked up speed. When the two 
turned to make the long uphill climb to the 
finish, Quisitor picked up eight lengths, 
jumping the final fence with the leader and 
pulling away to win by three lengths.

According to owner Sue Quick, the mare's 
last cover was on March 23. Kattegat's Pride 
will remain in Kentucky until mid-May, 
when she will be shipped back to the Quicks' 
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farm in Forest Hill, Md. The Quicks plan to 
foal "Katty" at their farm next spring. 

Woods Memorial award 

George S. Vecsey, New York Times sports 
columnist, won the fourth annual David F. 
Woods Memorial award presented by the 
Maryland Jockey Club for the best Preakness 
story of 1985. 

Vecsey's column, "Hank Allen: Major 
Leaguer" appeared in the New York Times 
on May 19. The column dealt with Allen's 
transition from a modest career in baseball to 
training Preakness starter Sparrowvon. 

Bill Reynolds of the Providence Journal 
was runner-up for his column about trainer 
John (Butch) Lenzini Jr., who ran Eternal 
Prince in the Preakness for New York Yankee 
owner George Steinbrenner 111. 

The David F. Woods award honors the 
memory of the former Pimlico race course 
publicity director who died in 1982. 

Traffic Cop dies 

Traffic Cop, sire of 1983 Preakness winner 
Deputed Testamony, died April 3 of a rup¬ 
tured aorta. 

The 17-year-old horse was being led from 
the stallion bam when he reared suddenly 
and then collapsed, according to Joan Boni¬ 
face of Bonita Farm. "It was a totally unex¬ 
pected kind of thing," Mrs. Boniface said. 

A graded stakes winner of $130,195, Traf¬ 
fic Cop (Traffic Judge—Flight Bird by Count 
Fleet) stood four seasons at Spendthrift Farm 
in Kentucky before he took up residence at 
Bonita in 1979. Traffic Cop left Kentucky as a 
reject. Spendthrift Farm's then-general 
manager John Williams commenting in a 
1983 interview: "The farm wanted him sold 
because he was 'starving for mares' ... It 
seemed a shame that a nice little horse like 
that was being wasted. But we've got so 
many stallions down here. So much to 
choose from." 

Deputed Testamony, a foal of 1980, was 
conceived during Traffic Cop's first season at 
stud in Maryland. In addition to the Preak¬ 
ness Stakes-Gl, Deputed Testamony won 
the Grade 1 Haskell Invitational, the Grade 3 
Governor's Cup Handicap, the Federico 
Tesio Stakes, the Keystone Stakes, the City 


of Baltimore Handicap and the Play the 
Palace Stakes and placed in two other add- 
ed-money races, to retire with earnings of 
$674,329. Deputed Testamony is eighth on 
the list of all-time leading Maryland-bred 
money winners, and currently stands at 
Bonita Farm in Darlington for a $20,000 live 
foal fee. 

Traffic Cop, who has to his credit four 
other stakes winners, stood at Bonita for 
$2,500 live foal. He had been bred to H 
mares, including Deputed Testamony's dam 
Proof Requested, so far this season. Proof 
Requested, who has not produced a foal 
since the birth of Deputed Testamony six 
years ago, is definitely in foal, reported Mrs- 
Boniface. "So he certainly left us with somO' 
thing." 

Traffic Cop was buried at Bonita.

Statistics on a horse which raced last year 
in Puerto Rico, recently made available to the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association, have 
made necessary a change in the distribution 
of cash awards for the 1984 yearling show- 

Lynda Hill Filippelli's Ruling Home (by 
Lyllos-Fr) earned $7,704 while racing as a 
2-year-old in Puerto Rico, and thus gains 
third prize in the yearling show awards. 

First place in the bonus distribution went 
to Dr. Fred Peterson's Another Shelter, who 
earned $16,940 as a 2-year-old in 1985. Lark' 
ing Hill Farm's John U Fool was second, with 
earnings of $12,000. And fourth behind Rul" 
ing Home was Willow Wood Farm's Lacuna 
Jive ($7,220).

EVA restrictions eased 

Officials of the Tripartite Pact countries 
(United Kingdom, France and Ireland) an¬ 
nounced April 1 that the restriction on direct 
shipment of horses from Kentucky to the 
Tripartite nations has been deleted effective 
immediately. 

Those three countries imposed restrictions 
on horses from the United States in February 
1985 because of the disease equine viral ar¬ 
teritis. An outbreak of EVA occurred on sev¬ 


eral breeding farms in central Kentucky duf' 
ing the spring of 1984. 

While U.S. horses must still be isolated 
from other horses for 30 days prior to expod 
and will still be required to have a negative 
blood test for EVA, horses from Kentucky 
will no longer be required to spend the 30' 
day isolation period outside Kentucky. 

In a related move. Tripartite authorities 
also agreed to waive EVA requirements fo*^ 
horses competing in the Rolex Kentucky lo' 
temational three-day event scheduled fo>' 
May 29-June 1 at the Kentucky Horse Parl^ 
near Lexington. 

Both announcements are the result of 
meetings held in Lexington last Novembc*^ 
involving U.S. Department of Agriculture 
officials, authorities of the European agricul' 
ture ministries, the Kentucky state veterinaf' 
ian, horse breeders and veterinarians.

Alabama to get racing 

Financial arrangements have been com¬ 
pleted for the construction of Alabama's first 
Thoroughbred race track, which is sched¬ 
uled to open in March, 1987. It is anticipated 
that the track's first season will consist of 175 
racing programs. The track will be a mile oval 
with a six-furlong chute, and a turf course is 
also planned, to be finished late next year. 
The planned backstretch area will have sta¬ 
bling for 1,200 to 1,500 horses. 

Racing as spectator sport 

Baseball moved back as the country's 
number 1 spectator sport in 1985, replacing 
horse racing for the second time in three 
years, according to the 39th annual survey 
on sports attendance conducted by Daily 
Racing Form, Inc. 

Powered by an increase in regular-season 
major league attendance of 2,095,956 to an 
all-time record of 46,838,819, overall baseball 
attendance set a new mark of 78,335,524. An 
increase in Thoroughbred racing attendance 
of 215,430 failed to offset a decline of 
1,310,675 in Standardbred attendance, leav¬ 
ing racing at 73,425,153, down by over a mil' 
lion patrons for 1985 and forcing the equine 
sport back to second place. 

Almost all other major sports picked up 
substantially at the gate last year, with over¬ 
all attendance at 11 prominent spectator 
sports spurting past the 390,000,000 total for 
the first time. 

Thoroughbred racing, aided by such de¬ 
velopments as the opening of the neW 
Garden State Park in New Jersey, managed ^ 
net gain and drew 50,499,754. The harness 
sport suffered a second consecutive decline 
of more than a million patrons, however.

Broad Brush's performance in the Wood, while 
not totally convincing, still raised tremendous 
hopes for his prospects in this year's Triple Crown 
races. 

The Maryland-bred colt, whose most significant 
achievement up to that time had been a victory 
(over less than top-caliber 3-year-olds) in the 
Grade 3 Jim Beam Stakes at Latonia, was regarded 
as a relative longshot among the seven starters in 
Aqueduct's prestigious Grade 1 Wood Memorial 
Invitational. 

Competition in the Wood included Tasso, 1985 
2-year-old champion and winner of last year's 
Breeders' Cup Juvenile race; Mogambo, who was 
returning from an impressive victory in the 
Gotham Stakes-G2; and hard-hitting Groovy, the 
disqualified runner-up in Mogambo's Gotham. 

Only Tasso, who injured himself during the race, 
had an excuse following Broad Brush's half-length 
success in the Wood. Prominent from the start of 
the mile and one-eighth event. Broad Brush 
moved up powerfully to overtake Groovy ap¬ 
proaching the stretch, and held off a strong bid 
from Mogambo near the end.

Broad Brush is notorious for his habit of losing 
interest once he has gained the lead, however. 
And in the Wood he suffered a brief but worri¬ 
some lapse, suddenly veering to the outside while 
holding command of the field near the eighth 
pole. Tme colt's mental quirkiness, plus the slow 
time of the Grade 1 stakes—a mediocre 1:50%, 
following a remarkably slow final furlong in :14% 
—gave racing analysts some pause. 

Carrying the set Derby weight of 126 pounds in 
the Wood, Broad Brush boosted his earnings by 
$178,500. Winning tickets on the colt, who has 
been conditioned all along by veteran Maryland 
trainer Dickie Small, were worth $16. 

Broad Brush races in the colors of his breeder, 
Robert E. Meyerhoff, a 62-year-old land developer 
and brother to Harry Meyerhoff, who cam¬ 
paigned the legendary Spectacular Bid. 


Mr. Meyerhoff purchased Broad Brush's dam, 
Hay Patcher by Hoist the Flag, for $70,000 at the 
1974 Keeneland Yearling sale. Although plagued 
by a throat infection. Hay Patcher won five races, 
including Delaware Park's New Castle Stakes, 
and earned $47,224 for Meyerhoff. 

It was the inbreeding to ’^Tum-to which prompted 
Mr. Meyerhoff to choose the mating between Hay 
Patcher and the good Kentucky stallion Ack Ack- 
’^Turn-to sired the dams of both Hay Patcher and 
Ack Ack, and Mr. Meyerhoff is said to have inbred 
to *Tum-to "quite purposely." 

Hav Patcher, whose dam is a half-sister to the dam 
of Exceller, has had two other foals to race. Both 
are stakes horses. Mr. Meyerhoff also has among 
his broodmare band an unraced half-sister t^ 
Broad Brush named Strawpatch, who foaled a colt 
by Ack Ack the day Broad Brush won the 
Beam Stakes.

1 got to talking to some fellow on the 
and this fellow suggested that 1 really ought 
get a few horses for myself. He said there 
'^^sn't much to it." 

Rafajko, who is the owner of a company 
^^med Biofluids, which manufactures research 
^^terials for the medical field, has not found the 


horse business to be as easy as he once envi¬ 
sioned. Still, he has persevered. And last month 
he was rewarded with his first stakes winner 
when his 3-year-old Gage Park won the $15,000 
Arch Rival Stakes at Charles Town. 

By Rollicking out of the Bold Effort mare Penny 
Pitcher, Gage Park is closely related to multiple 
stakes winner Century Prince and to the good 
stakes-placed winner Century Rollick. But Dr. 
Rafajko can take full credit for his breeding. 

Dr. Rafajko purchased Penny Pitcher as a 7-year- 
old broodmare for $11,000 at the 1981 Saratoga Fall 
Mixed sale. Penny Pitcher is a full sister to Rhom¬ 
bus, dam of Century Prince and Century Rollick 
(both of whom are by Rollicking). "Breeding 
Penny Pitcher to Rollicking looked like the perfect 
nick," comments Dr. Rafajko. 

Gage Park aired in his debut last November, win¬ 
ning a maiden special at Charles Town by seven 
lengths. Brought back in Laurel's Fort Meade 
Stakes less than two weeks later, the gelding (who 
is named after Rafajko's high school in Chicago), 
wound up trailing by 32^4 lengths, "That was our 
fault," remarks R^afajko. "We asked him for too 
much too soon. He got bumped near the start in 
that race and just spit out the bit after that." 

Since then, Gage Park has won each of his four 
starts—all four and one-half furlong sprints at 
Charles Town. Rafajko's homebred was even- 
money favorite in the Arch Rival Stakes on April 
19. Sharing high weight of 121 pounds, he posted 
every fraction in the race. 

"We have high hopes for this horse," comments 
Dr. Rafajko, "although realistically he will prob¬ 
ably always be a sprinter." 

Currently, Rafajko has six horses in training and 
nine broodmares, which he is boarding at farms in 
Maryland, West Virginia and Kentucky. Dr. 
Rafajko still owns Penny Pitcher and he also has a 
2-year-old full brother to Gage Park by the name 
of Delta Phi. Penny Pitcher foaled a Rock Talk colt 
this spring and was bred back to Mount Hagen 
(Fr) in Kentucky.

Champion imported 2-year-old in Puerto Rico in 
1983, budden Move has campaigned successfully 
in that commonwealth for four years, winning 
four graded stakes and placing in a number of 
others. In 1986, his total earnings have gone well 
over the $100,000 mark. 

The 5-year-old horse was exported to Puerto Rico 
as a yearling, after he was sold for $6,000 at the 
1982 September Yearling sale in Ocala by his 
breeder, Terry H. Thomas. 

An airline pilot from Florida, Mr. Thomas pur¬ 
chased Sudden Move's dam, Sundrop, just before 
the colt was dropped in 1981. John and Nancy 
Smith, of Bamesville Thoroughbred Farm in 
Boyds (Md.), bought Sundrop at Keeneland in 
November, 1980, for $8,700, and resold her pri¬ 
vately to Mr. Thomas. Sudden Move was 
dropped at the Smiths' farm and his dam returned 
to one of the Bamesville stallions, making Sudden 
Move a Maryland-bred. But Sundrop was subse¬ 
quently moved out-of-state, and the Smiths have 
long since lost track of her whereabouts.

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$60,000 Baldski Colt Tops 
Auction of Two-Year-Olds 


Although marred by a relatively high 
percentage of buy-backs, Fasig-Tipton's Se¬ 
lected Two-Year-Olds in Training sale was— 
by many other standards—a success. 

"Overall we were very pleased," com¬ 
mented Fasig-Tipton Maryland vice-presi¬ 
dent Susan Small. The auction held on April 
27 at Timonium was the first select sale for 
2-year-olds Fasig-Tipton has conducted lo¬ 
cally for some time. 

Average price was up 33 percent over the 
open 2-year-olds in training sale conducted 
here by Fasig-Tipton in 1985. Gross receipts 
reflected a 14 percent increase. Thirty-nine 


percent of the horses which went through 
the ring were recorded as "not sold." 

In actual numbers, 74 horses were sold fu^ 
an average of $13,970 and a gross total o 
$1,033,800. There were 48 RNA's. 

Sales topper was a Baldski colt consign^^ 
by Whiffletree Farm, Inc., agent, which sold 
on a $60,000 bid from Mrs. Sam Pistori^^ 
Named Baldski's Choice, the high-pricod 
colt is out of the Cross King mare Choist and 
is a half-brother to the stakes winner (and 
graded stakes-placed) Shade Miss. He had 
turned in a dazzling 2-furlong workout in 
:21% the morning of the sale. Whiffletrc^ 
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Farm (owned by Dale Jenkins, of Warrenton, 
Va.) was also the leading consignor, selling 
five horses for an average price of $28,000.

Nostalgia was the keynote of the Marlborough Training 
Trials, which took place April 20 at the Prince George's Eques¬ 
trian Center. 


Held in conjunction with the 1986 Maryland Horse Fair, the 
Training Trials drew an estimated 400 to 500 spectators for the 
first races run at the old Marlboro race track since 1972. The 
five-race card was unsanctioned, and pari-mutuel wagering 
was not offered, although conditions were similar to that of 
other races for Thoroughbreds in Maryland. 

"To have racing back in any way shape, or form is a thrill 
after all these years," noted one old-timer. Eric Blind, starter at 
Maryland race tracks and one of many local officials and horse¬ 
men who donated their skills to the all-volunteer program, 
said his very first job as a starter was at Marlboro in 1965. 

Acknowledging that the concept for such an event had been

Louise Stump didn't need to cross the 
finish line first to be a winner in the Green 
Spring Valley Hounds old-fashioned race, 
the Tom Sheridan Memorial, on March 30. In 
fact, she could have been last to finish and, 
paradoxically, still have won. 

In this old-fashioned point-to-point, a 
trophy is awarded to the first gentleman to 
finish, the first junior (under 16) and the first 
lady. Since Stump was the only female en¬ 
try, so long as she finished the course she 
was a sure shot. 

Taking the easy way, however, is hardly 
the style of Louise Stump or her 12-year-old 
Thoroughbred gelding. Snare. The team has 
competed in this event four times, losing 
only once, in 1985, and then only by a head. 
Snare is bred to run and jump, being by 
Thomas Voss' excellent steeplechaser *Sus- 
pendido out of Grasshopper, a pony-sized 
twin by Citation. 

Eleven entries faced the starter for the go- 
as-you-please course, which began in 
Charles Fenwick Jr.'s field by Falls road in 
Butler and ended in Mrs. Peter Winken- 
werder's front field, opposite St. John's 
Church at the comer of Belmont and Butler 
roads. 

Consensus held that there were two ap¬ 
propriate choices: a high route and a low 
one. The low route appeared more circui¬ 
tous, but the high route entailed several long 
and taxing hills. The majority went with the 
lower. 


Five entries—Louise Stump, Bill Huddles, 
George Mahoney, Ned Halle and Gerry 
Brewster—took the lead as a group through 
the front of Danny Brewster's farm off Man¬ 
tua Mill road. 

"I had my panel all picked out at Brew¬ 
ster's because of the ditch that had to be 
jumped on the other side," says Louis^ 
Stump. "But George (Mahoney) took a dn^ 
ferent panel than I expected and forced me to 
change my plans. His horse went to his nose 
at the ditch, and I was suddenly faced wh 
what I thought was unjumpable. Snare came 
to a complete standstill, and then cleared the 
whole ditch. I still don't see how he made it- 

Coming across the Bonsais' meadow, 
leader Ned Halle on his dependable veteran 
Little Macoose chose a seldom-used stream 
crossing that offered a considerable advan¬ 
tage. 

"When I saw Ned go to that crossing, I ha^ 
second thoughts. I knew he could save a \ot 
there," remembers Stump. "But that wasn t 
the way I'd planned. If I've learned anything 
over the years, it's to stick to my guns." 

Halle came to grief at the Bonsais' stream 
when his mount became tangled in som^ 
underbmsh and couldn't get up the far banK- 

At this juncture a formidable new ^hah 
lenger appeared on Stump's right: Frank 
Bonsai on Jaws.

"Up until then, I hadn't laid eyes on 
Frank, although it turned out that he'd been 
right behind us all along," laughs Stump.

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■ Taking time out from his freshman studies 
at Princeton University, 19-year-old Frank 
A. Bonsai Jr. rode Hugh J. O'Donovan's 
’^Lancrel to a commanding victory in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Christopher J. Greer Jr.'s Rayquick, with 
Mike Smithwick aboard, finished second, 12 
lengths behind the winner. 

A French-bred horse who was notorious 
for his sulky disposition, ^Lancrel had been 
given up as hopeless earlier in his career. The 
11-year-old had campaigned for several sea¬ 
sons around the hunt meetings and the 
tracks with a noteworthy lack of success, 
reported Maryland Horse columnist Anne 
Christmas: "He was kept at the task because 
occasionally, on the days when he got up on 
the right side of his stall, he had positively 
brilliant flashes of form, until he dug his toes 
in, or refused to break, or wheeled where no 
horse had ever found reason to wheel be¬ 
fore." 

’^Lancrel was acquired by Mr. O'Donovan 
in June, 1953, as a hunter. Mr. O'Donovan, 
then Master of the Green Spring Valley 
Hounds, was rumored to have gotten the 
horse for "a song, and a plagiarized song at 
that." But a few seasons in the hunt field did 
wonders for the ornery gray. 


"He won't gallop, he won't work, but he 
will hunt," remarked ’^Lancrel's trainer Gil¬ 
lian Fenwick. "He's hunted every Saturday/ 
all season long, and frequently during the 
week, too. It's made all the difference in 
him." 

A highly-respected horsewoman, Mrs. 
Fenwick was given a great deal of credit for 
developing ’^Lancrel, who had earlier won 
the 1954 Virginia Gold Cup and the 1956 
running of the My Lady's Manor steeple¬ 
chase. 

■ An invader from Virginia captured the 
1956 running of the Grand National point- 
to-point. Cyrus Manierre's Uncle Pierre was 
never extended in winning by a length and a 
half over Benjamin H. Griswold Ill's Infrac¬ 
tion. 

But for many spectators, the most thrilling 
event of Grand National day was the West¬ 
ern Run Plate, which was won by Earl Wil¬ 
helm on a real "gift horse." Earl, a black¬ 
smith in the Harford county area, had for 
many years dreamed of owning and riding ^ 
winner over timber. A friend gave him 
Mighty Casey, which up to that point had 
run only on the flat, and Mr. Wilhelm 
schooled and conditioned the gelding him- 
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self. Setting his sights on the Western Run 
Plate months in advance, Wilhelm began 
dieting the previous December and lost 60 
pounds. On the day of the race he weighed 
in at 171. The foxhunting blacksmith was one 
of four starters, and he went on to finish 
alone. 

■ Bowie race course's best efforts were near¬ 
ly thwarted when the weather turned raw 
and rainy just prior to its much-heralded 
John B. Campbell Handicap. Superstars 
Swaps and Nashua had been set to make a 
grab for the newly-elevated $100,000 purse 
in the Campbell, but became last-minute 
scratches when the track turned sloppy. 

Even without Nashua and Swaps, the 
field for the Campbell remained superlative, 
however. Sailor, Joe Jones, Fisherman, Jet 
Action, Man of Destiny, Find and Ann's 
Love went to post. 

Weighted at 122 pounds, one less than 
Fisherman and Jet Action, Sailor turned in 
one of the most impressive performances of 
the season, getting the distance in 1:43%. His 
margin at the wire was four lengths and he 


appeared to be going easily at the end. But 
the race would prove his final victory. Sailor 
fractured a bone in his left forefoot ap¬ 
proaching the sixteenth pole in that contest 
at Bowie and was subsequently retired to 
stud. 

■ When Alfred G. Vanderbilt's Find fin¬ 
ished second, beaten a nose by Joe Jones, in 
the $50,000 Lincoln Special, he became the 
fifth of Alfred G. Vanderbilt's Sagamore 
Farm homebreds to have earned $300,000 or 
more. 

Vanderbilt's other $300,000 earners were 
Bed o' Roses, Next Move, Native Dancer and 
Social Outcast. 

■ A number of festivities were being plan¬ 

ned around the upcoming running of the 
Preakness. An old tradition, the Preakness 
Ball, had been revived and was to be held at 
the Southern Hotel on the eve of the race. 
Another revival was the Powder Puff Preak¬ 
ness, a race restricted to women riders, 
which was to be staged on the morning of the 
classic. □

Corporate Sponsors in Racing 

Xhe attitude of some folks in racing toward corporate sponsorship strikes me as 
unrealistic, and similar in many ways to the attitude of some television viewers about 
commercials. While the latter prefer so-called public television, regardless of program¬ 
ming, simply because they find all commercial messages offensive, their racing coun¬ 
terparts consider any track reference to corporate sponsors undignified and an affront 
to the noble tradition of our sport. 

Yet, while we all wince a little at the renaming of some of England's classic old 
races—Newmarket's Two Thousand Guineas, begun in 1809, is now the General 
Accident (insurance) Two Thousand Guineas, while Epsom's famous Derby begun in 
1780 is now the Ever Ready (battery) Derby—it shll seems to me that this industry ought 
to be encouraging corporate interest and involvement. Tf that means changing our 
attitudes about what constitutes true dignity or threatens tradition, so be it. 

The racing industry needs to do more than collect and redistribute its own money. 
It needs to attract and associate in some way with major corporations. Commercial 
television has had a phenomenal impact on the world, enabling the average citizens of 
this generation to witness more significant events and be exposed to more cultural 
diversity than the richest and most privileged of pre-television generations. The de¬ 
velopment and utilization of broadcast technologies were paid for, not by fund drives, 
but by companies that wanted to advertise to viewers, pure and simple. 

The Maryland Million is much more than simply a state stallion stakes program 
precisely because we are using nomination-fee monies, state pride, and a sound 
concept to leverage more than a half-million new dollars each year from corporate 
sponsors into Maryland racing purses and awards. At the same time, we are actively 
creating new fans and generating excitement around the sport of racing. No one knows 
what all that's worth to the industry but it sure has to be worth putting up a few signs 
and allowing our sponsors to name their races. If we object in the name of tradition, we 
may end up once again with a sport only of kings.
